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Fire hydrants 
non-functional

Approximately half of the City 
of Hickman’s fire hydrants tested 
in the month of August are non¬ 
functional, according to Hickman 
Volunteer Fire Department 
(HVFD) Chief Tommy Ramsey. 
Ramsey informed the Hickman 
City 
Commission 
Tuesday 
night, Sept. 
9, that six 
of the nine 
fire hydrants 
were deemed 
inoperable.

The ones that are non-functional 
have been painted black on top 
in order to signal to fire fighters 


that they need to obtain water 
from an alternative source. For 
HVFD, that alternative source is 
a tanker truck. 

Ramsey said that when most 
of the city’s fire hydrants were 
installed, they were connected 
to 4-inch water lines. Now, fire 
trucks owned and operated by the 
fire department require at least a 
6-inch line. 

“If you try using a hydrant with 
a 4-inch line the water won’t be 
able to get through the line fast 
enough because enough volume 
of water is not coming through,” 
explained Chief Ramsey. 

The HVFD devotes one day 
a month to flushing and testing 
hydrants. 

“We only do a few a month 
because of the time involved,” 
added Chief Ramsey. “With 
150+ hydrants in the city it could 
take up to three years or so to get 
to them all.” 

Currently the City of 
Hickman’s ISO (Insurance 
Service Organization) rating 
is 6. The City of Fulton’s was 
recently upgraded from a 4 to a 
3. (Fulton has paid staff on their 
fire department, while Hickman 
operates with all volunteers.) 
ISO conducts an examination

Commission to propose 
grass clippings ordinance

A discussion was held by the 
City of Hickman Commission 
about trash containers and grass 
clippings on Tuesday night, Sept. 
9. “Driving around the city see¬ 
ing grass clippings in the street 
and trash containers left at the 
curb 24/7 is becoming epidem¬ 
ic,” stated Hickman Mayor Da¬ 
vid Lattus. “I am at a loss of what 
to do.” 

“Grass clippings are very bad 
for our sewer system. Very bad,” 
added Commissioner Charles 
Choate. “The City of Union City 
fines their residents $50 if grass 
clippings make their way into the 
gutter from the city after some¬ 
one blows them from their yard 
into the roadway.” 

At this time there isn’t an or¬ 
dinance in Hickman regarding 
grass clippings. After giving resi¬ 
dence time to adapt, a fine could 
possibly be imposed. 


“I want our city to look good, 
presentable when people walk 
or drive through it,” added Hick¬ 
man Mayor Lattus. “I think we 
can do something about the grass 
clippings. It is imperative that 
our chief enforce this or it won’t 
work.” 

If an individual hires some¬ 
one to mow their lawn, property 
owners will be responsible for 
what happens and they will be 
fined accordingly. 

Results of a poll on The Hick¬ 
man Courier’s Facebook page, 
which include responses with 
a majority of those who voiced 
their opinion believing there are 
other matters the Commission 
should be focusing their atten¬ 
tion. Such as the City Cemetery, 
trash pick up, property clean up 
and enforcing animal leash laws.

“The mission of the Merryman 
House Domestic Crisis Center 
(MHDCC) is to “save, build and 
change the lives 
of those affected 
by domestic 
violence,” stated 
Mary Foley. The 
MHDCC has been 
providing services 
to victims of 
domestic violence 
for more than 35 
years, servicing 
the eight Purchase 
Area counties 
in western 

Kentucky, 
including Fulton, 

Hickman and 
Carlisle counties. 

On Wednesday, 

Sept. 3, Mary 
Foley, with 
the MHDCC, 
was in the area addressing the 
Rotarians at the Clinton Rotary 
Club meeting. She provided 
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an overview of not only the 
services provided by MHDCC, 
but also shed light on how they 
are constantly striving to provide 
life changing assistance for 
those whose 
lives have 
been altered 
by domestic 
violence. 

With 24 beds 
in the facility, 
the MHDCC 
is at 80% 
capacity on 
any given day. 
“Sometimes, 
we aren’t full, 
but don’t have 
enough space 
to take a family 
if they have 
more kids then 
we have a bed 
for,” explained 
Foley. “So, for 
example, we 
may have 22 beds of the 24 beds

Search 
warrant 
execution 
yields four 
arrests 

Fulton County Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper reports that his depart¬ 
ment, as a result of an investiga¬ 
tion of drug trafficking activity at 
a residence located at 1200 Holly 
Street in the City of Hickman, 
executed a search warrant on Fri¬ 
day, Sept. 12 at approximately 4 
p.m. 

According to the press release, 
when the officers entered the res¬ 
idence three individuals were lo¬ 
cated inside; these subjects were 
immediately detained.

Dear Dave, 

Some friends recently offered 
me a timeshare. It’s an older 
place on the beach, and they’ve 
had it for about 20 years. I’d have 
to pay a transfer fee of $100, plus 
a yearly association fee of $500. 
I know you’re not a big fan of 
timeshares, but does this deal 
sound okay?

Dear Jill, 

In essence, you’re looking at 
$500 a week. I know the $500 is 
technically an annual association 
fee, but you’re basically paying 
$500 for your week at the 
timeshare. And in the future, 
say five years from now, the 
association fee could increase. 
You might be paying $1,000 a 
year at that point — again, for 
your week. 

In actuality, the numbers 


you’re talking about right now 
aren’t completely terrible. Still, 
it’s not a huge blessing. In my 
mind it’s kind of like, “How 
would you like a kick in the knee 
that’s not too hard?” 

If it were me, I’d much rather 
spend my $500 a year on travel 
and be able to go and stay 
wherever I wanted. Not only 
does this free you up it that area, 
but you’d only spend the money 
when and if you did it. With 
a timeshare, you get charged 
whether you show up or not. 

This one’s not as bad as if 
you’d have to pay $8,000 for the 
opportunity. But if these were my 
friends making the offer, I’d have 
to say no thanks.

full, but then we have a mom and 
three kids, 
so we don’t 
haveenough 
room then.” 
When this 
situation 
occurs, the 
M H D C C 
relocates 
the family 
by sending 
them to 
hotels in some cases, or adds 
them to a waiting list. 

Just this summer the MHDCC 
was operating with a waiting list, 
further advocating for the need 
for this facility to be available 
to those who are victims of 
domestic violence. 

“Typically, clients stay 
anywhere from a few weeks to a 
few months....some have stayed 
up to a year,” Foley noted. “We 
do not put a limit on how long our 
clients stay.” (Per the guidelines 
that govern the operation of the 
facility, they do not put limits on 
a client’s stay.) 

“Trauma survivors of domestic 
violence need comprehensive 
care,” explained Foley, “and 
everyone heals at different 
paces.” 

Yes, the MHDCC is located 
in Paducah, Ky. but its services 
reach all eight counties in the 
Purchase Area, by providing life¬ 
saving services which includes a 
24-hour crisis line, assistance 
with filing emergency protective 
orders, lethality assessments, 
and a 24-hour 24-bed emergency 
shelter, crisis counseling and 
medical advocacy. 

There is an outreach supervisor, 
Mary Jackson, that covers court 
for every county on the Purchase 
Area and is scheduled based 
on client need. This provides 
coverage for all the counties each 
time there is court where they 
are assisting clients. Advocates 
are in Paducah/McCracken 
County on Monday, Wednesday 
and Thursday, at Murray State 
University on Thursdays and in 
Marshall County on Tuesdays 
and Fridays in the outreach 
offices. 

The next step in rebuilding a 
victim’s life includes life-building 
services such as comprehensive 
case management, mental health 
support, connection to community 
resources, risk-reduction plans, 
financial assistance, housing 
stabilization, support groups, 
child advocacy services, and 
comprehensive support. 

Economic empowerment 
(financial literacy classes, credit 
repair, housing assistance, savings 
programs), permanent housing 
placement, self-sufficiency goal 
planning, and domestic violence 
education, and on-going support 
are the life-changing services 
provided by MHDCC. 

“The issue of domestic 
violence is not just a woman’s 
issue, or a man’s issue,” Foley 
informed everyone. “It is a 
HUMAN issue. We, as humans, 
must acknowledge this silent 
epidemic, and pledge to do our 
part to end it. We must understand 
that domestic violence is lethal, 
life-altering, and affects the 
whole person.” 

If you believe you know 
someone who is a victim of 
domestic violence, Foley advises 
to reach out directly or contact 
law enforcement, pastor or close 
family friend. “Don’t ignore it,” 
she said. “Be a safe place for the 
victim and a good listener. Trust 
that the victim knows what he/ 
she can handle and what is safe 
for them. Never put your life 
at risk - but apart from that.... 
ACT!” 

The public can provide support 
to MHDCC in three different 
ways: 

• Monetary gifts to their 
annual fund ($208 per year 
saves a life). Folks can join the 
40NE campaign by pledging $4 
per week or $208 per year and 
do their part to stop the 1 in 4 
statistic. These dollars fund the 
daily operations of the agency. 
They can also give any amount 
and ear-mark it as they wish. 

• In-kind: Mostly, the MHDCC 
needs household supplies, 
food, toiletries, etc. This can 
be cleaning supplies, non- 
perishable food items, snacks, 
diapers, wipes, formula, white 
twin sheets, white towels/wash 
cloths, etc. 

• Time - MHDCC is always 
in need of volunteers to help 
with facilities, grounds, child 
care, transportation or crisis line 
work.

All of the services provided 
by MHDCC are free and 
confidential. “We serve all 
victims of domestic violence 
men and women,” concluded 
Foley.

High Attendance Day is Thursday, Sept. 18 
emphasizing the importance of class time 


Karen Kirby, Director of Pupil 
Personnel for Fleming County 
Schools, says “For students to 
learn and achieve at a high level, 
they have to be in class.” Ford, the 
current president of the Kentucky 
Directors of Pupil Personnel, 
added “That’s why we have 
chosen to designate, September 
18, 2014, as ‘High Attendance 
Day’ in Kentucky schools.” For 
those school districts that may 
be out of session on that day, 
Wednesday, September 17, 2014, 
will be designated those districts 
“High Attendance Day”. 

On High Attendance Day 
elementary, middle, or high 
schools may compete in small 
school or large school categories. 
Awards will be determined 


statewide based on each individual 
school’s performance, regardless 
of its district’s performance. The 
school in each category with the 
highest percentage attendance for 
that day will be awarded $500. 

Regular attendance is essential 
for success in school. By attending 
class regularly, a student is more 
likely to keep up with the daily 
lessons and assignments, and 
achieve academic performance 
benchmarks on time. Research 
reflects that a child’s attendance 
record is one of the strongest 
single predictors of their 
academic success. 

An example of this is in math, 
where content knowledge is 
learned sequentially to gain 
mathematical understanding. 


If absences occur, a student 
misses some of this knowledge 
and may have difficulty fully 
understanding new concepts. 
Some students may be able to 
catch up, but others may fall 
behind because they have missed 
crucial steps in learning. 

Students with irregular 
attendance may not develop the 
responsibility, self-discipline 
& effective work skills that are 
essential for success in school 
and life. They tend to fall behind 
and are continuously struggling 
to catch up. This diminishes 
their confidence and attitude 
toward learning. Students who 
accumulate unexcused absence 
events may be petitioned to the 
court system to address truancy. 

School attendance is a 
both a parent and student 
responsibility. Parents can 
help by instilling the habit of 
attending school every day at 
an early age and by staying 
interested in what their child is 
doing in school from day one 
all the way through graduation. 
Parents should stay involved by 
monitoring their child’s progress 
and grades, contacting teachers 
with questions or concerns, and 
attending school functions and 
meetings. 

For older students, being in 
school every day gives them 
a chance to learn more about 
college and other post-secondary 
opportunities, and to perform 
to their highest potential on 
important exams they need to 
build a successful academic 
record.

Mr. Ed Southern, a resident of 
Union City, Tenn., and a Vietnam 
War veteran, recently visited 
Mrs. Beth McWhirt’s Reading 
class to talk about his experiences 
in Vietnam. The class has been 
reading “The Wednesday Wars,” 
by Gary Schmidt, a novel set to 
the backdrop of the war, with a 
little baseball, Shakespeare, and 
cream puffs thrown in as well. 

“This is the first time I have 
spoken to a classroom about 
Vietnam, and I am actually 
quite nervous and emotional,” 
he began. Mr. Southern grew 
up in the Missouri bootheel and 
joined the Marines in 1965 after 
graduating from high school. 


He trained to be a sniper/scout 
because he “did dang good 
shooting.” Mr. Southern told the 
class what was involved in doing 
his job, of the friends he had 
lost, and of the $10,000 bounty 
the Viet Cong had placed on his 
head. He also discussed how it 
felt to be serving his country 
against the backdrop of a very 
unpopular war. In preparation 
for Mr. Southern’s visit, students 
also individually interviewed 
Vietnam veterans, protestors, 
and bystanders. The class plans 
to write a short research paper 
about their discoveries. 

Mr. Southern presented the 
class with a U.S. Marine flag and 
some reading material.

in areas such as the dispatch service, 
the fire department and the water 
supply of municipalities, and rates 
each category. It is possible that 
the lack of operational hydrants 
could raise the city’s ISO rating, 
causing insurance premiums to 
increase. 

One area where several hydrants 
are inoperable is near and around 
the historical Fulton County 
Courthouse. The West Hickman 
area has fared the best so far as 
the HVFD tests fire hydrants. 

The fire department’s solution 
is to continually keep checking 
fire hydrants and performing 
maintenance on them by keeping 
them oiled. 

“Our solution is to set up a 
maintenance program and follow 
up,” stated Mayor David Lattus. 
“We also need to involve our 
public works employees.” 

Public Works is stretched thin 
working on water and gas leaks, 
the Terrace Drive project and the 
sewer project at West Hickman 
Baptist Church. The public works 
department is also short one 
employee. 

“I will also search for grants 
to assist with updating the city’s 
water infrastructure,” stated 
Hickman City Manager Johnny 


McTurner. “We are also in the 
process of repairing the hydrants, 
sending personnel to classes on 
hydrant repair to help the City be 
better prepared on handling the 
issues of the hydrants that are not 
working properly.”

A teal-only season that is new 
for 2014 runs from Sept. 22 
through Sept. 25. A combined 
wood duck and teal season opens 
Sept. 17 and closes Sept. 21. 

Hunters may harvest up to six 
teal a day during the experimental 
teal-only season. 

“Over the last several years, 

Kentucky, Tennessee and Florida 
have been working to obtain 
additional teal-only days at the 
end of their early wood duck 
seasons,” said Rocky Pritchert, 
migratory bird coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “In late 
June, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service approved the request and 
allowed four additional days to 
be added to the end of the current 
wood duck and teal seasons.” 

The permission from U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service came after 
the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Commission set the dates for the 

2014 September wood duck and 
teal seasons. This prevented the 
publication of the additional teal- 
only hunting days in the 2014- 

2015 Kentucky Hunting Guide

North America behind mallard 
ducks. They are approximately 
one-third of the size of a mallard. 
Hunters will likely encounter 
blue-winged teal in Kentucky, 
but they may also see green¬ 
winged teal. Cinnamon teal are 
native to the western United 
States and rare in Kentucky. 
Northern shovelers look similar 
to blue-winged teal, but have a 
much larger body and bill. 

The largest concentrations 
of blue-winged teal migrate 
through the western part of the 
state. “Blue-winged teal prefer 
large shallow open waters and 
marshes, making them fairly 
accessible to Kentucky hunters,” 
Pritchert said. “Blue-wings are 
generally not as skittish as other 
duck species and don’t require 
much in the way of special 
equipment.” 

Pritchert said a few decoys, 
waders and a little camouflage 


clothing will suffice for teal 
hunting. “Hunters can take 
advantage of natural cover 
around the water’s edge,” he 
said. “Hunters don’t need a blind 
if they stay low.” 

Those without private land to 
hunt can find good teal hunting 
on the sloughs and lakes of 
Sloughs Wildlife Management 
Area (WMA) in Henderson and 
Union counties as well as on 
Ballard and Boatwright WMAs in 
Ballard County. The many ponds 
and lakes of Peabody WMA in 
Hopkins, Muhlenberg and Ohio 
counties also offer productive 
teal hunting. 

“These wildlife management 
areas can offer some pretty 
exceptional teal hunting when 
birds are moving through,” 
Pritchert said. 

Larger waters also offer good 
opportunities, such as the many 
shallow flats of Kentucky Lake 


and Lake Barkley. “Some central 
Kentucky reservoirs also attract 
teal,” Pritchert said. “When 
the birds are migrating, good 
concentrations have been seen on 
Green River, Cedar Creek Lake 
and Taylorsville Lake.” 

Teal fly fast and close to the 
water; a test of any wing shooter’s 
skills. “They are challenging to 
hit because of their small size and 
erratic flying with lots of twists 
and turns,” Pritchert said. 

Pritchert reminds hunters these 
additional hunting days are just 
for teal. “Make sure of your target 
before you shoot,” he said. 

A valid Kentucky hunting 
license, a Kentucky migratory 
game bird - waterfowl permit 
along with a federal migratory 
bird hunting permit are required 
to hunt teal. Hunters may only 
use non-toxic shot while hunting 
any waterfowl species.

kilowatt-hour. 

In comparison, the August fuel 
cost was 2.423 cents per kilowatt 
hour. September’s lower fuel cost 
is the lowest since December 
2013. 

Brooks also adds, “The total 
monthly fuel cost is the portion 
of your wholesale power bill that 
makes up the actual cost of fuel 
TVA has to purchase to meet 
demand. That includes coal, 
natural gas and power purchased 
from other neighboring utilities. 
It is a direct reflection of demand 
for power from homes and 
businesses around our seven¬ 


state service area. The fuel cost 
is approximately 30 percent of 
TVA’s portion of your monthly 
power bill, as fuel costs are 
about 30 percent of TVA’s actual 
expenses. The fuel cost rises and 
falls with demand each month. “ 

“The TVA fuel cost adjustment 
9FCA) will fluctuate monthly, 
either up or down, and our rates 
fluctuate accordingly,” stated 
Hickman Electric Manager Dale 
Vo well. 

“The FCA is adjusted by 
TVA each month up or down 
depending on TVA’s Generation 
Fuel Costs, typically September
